The New 'Jersey "Agricultural Experiment station at New 


Brunswick has solved a horticultural mystery that has baffled 
plant students for 150 years, since, in fact, the first hydrangea 
was introduced in France from China. The mystery revolved 


. around the causes contributing to the hydrangea changing 
. color in different climates as, for instance, when the first spe- 


cie introduced in France changed from pink to blue. The 


• answer is the acidity of the soil.

Charles H. Conners who conducted the experiments and 


made known the findings has determined that lime in the 
soil makes for the pink flower.. Most anything tending to pro- 
duce acidity in the soil will produce the blue flower. The tests 


, showed that iron filings, tin cans and even dilute sulphuric 


acid will bring out the freak growth. Lovers of hydrangeas 
who would alter the complexion of their plants are"informed 
that this ,is the opportune time of the year to make their own 
experiments. 


The finding of Mr. Conners will go down as the year's 


greatest contribution to progressive horticulture. It has in- 
creased immeasurably our knowledge of the causes of flower 
colorings and clears up a real mystery which has caused con- 
siderable speculation in plant raising circles for years.
